1. Foreword 


1967 marked the first full year of operation of the Department. In 
view of this, it was basically a period of growth and development with a 
number of the services reported on here being in operation for only a portion 
of the year. 


During the year, a great deal of attention was given to studying sug- 
gestions, requests for assistance and areas of need generally, so that sound 
priorities could be established in the development of services. At the same 
time, an attempt was made to evaluate new services introduced by the 
Department. 


Major developments during 1967 included: 


(a) The enactment of two pieces of legislation during the fifth session 
of the Fifteenth Legislature, February 9 to April 11, 1967. (See Ap- 
pendix 9. Ill, page 45.) 


(b) A consolidation and expansion of services and programs of govern- 
ment which were transferred to the Department late in 1966. Particular 
attention was given the recreation branch in order to help meet the 
growing demand for leisure time services by all segments of society. 
A full transfer of the administration of 4-H will not be completed 
until September 1968, as the Department requires this time to staff 
up to meet the responsibility involved. 


(c) Advisory Committees. 


Two advisory committees to report directly to the Minister were 
named: 


(i) Youth Advisory Committee — Consists of 21 young people 
representing a cross section of youth in Alberta. 


(ii) Adult Advisory Committee — Consists of 16 adults knowledge- 
able and engaged in various aspects of youth work and recreation. 


Both committees meet to discuss and bring to the attention of the 
Minister concerns they see which merit further study and possible 
involvement of the Department. 


(d) Establishment of a Research Division. 

It was felt this should be an early priority so that needs could be 
clearly established, the services of the Department assessed and agen- 
cies assisted in developing sound projections and policies based on 
need. A minimum only of full-time staff is planned for this division 
to allow flexibility of operation. 


(e) Establishment of the District Youth Representatives Branch. 

The concept in mind here, is for a generalist in youth work to be 
based at county level. To date, seven District Youth Representatives 
have been placed. These persons are already involved in a wide range 
of activities in the communities they are serving.

(f) The Alberta Service Corps. 

This was one of the first completely new services set up by the Depart- 
ment. The purpose was to combine the needs of socially and economi- 
cally deprived people with the idealism, energy and talents of con- 
cerned students in post-secondary education. The program, involving 
21 young people for the summer months, was evaluated by the 
research division. As a result of this, it is hoped an expansion of the 
Service Corps may materialize in 1968. 


(g) Alberta School of Tourism. 
An exploratory attempt to assist in equipping senior high school stu- 
dents for summer employment. Additional work was also undertaken 
to help meet the problem. Co-operation with various other agencies 
appears to be key in this field. 


(h) Initial work was undertaken in the field of senior adolescents and 
young adults and in leadership development through the appointment 
of consultants. Special attention was also given to Youth Agencies 
through naming a consultant to work specifically with these organiza- 
tions, bringing to their assistance, when required, the various resources 
of the Department in such areas as research and leadership develop- 
ment. 


(i) Several special projects were undertaken or supported during the 
year to help come to grips with concerns brought to the attention 
of the Department. These projects included: work with school drop- 
outs, a provincial high school student council workshop, High School 
Visitation and Freshman Orientation Seminars. 


(j) An information service was established to keep the public aware 
of services available through the Department and to provide general 
contact with mass media and the population at large. 


The Department is attempting to establish on a sound foundation 


and to develop with foresight and flexibility. New areas of concern are 
studied to determine if there is a felt need to be met and, if so, the role the 
Department should play. Projects are started on a small scale, evaluated and 
then developed as required. 


Sincere appreciation is extended to the Minister of Youth for his 


counsel during the year and to the staff for their co-operation and devotion 
to duty. Appreciation of the Department is also extended to other Depart- 
ments of Government and to all those individuals and organizations who 
have shown an interest and have assisted in so many ways.

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2. Information and Public Relations 


During 1967, 48 news announcements covering such activities and 
announcements as recreation surveys, annual meetings, clinics, workshops, 
scholarships and award winners, grants, staff appointments, and new courses, 
services and programs of the Department of Youth, were sent to major news 
media across Canada and all press, radio and TV outlets in Alberta. 

Articles and pictures for newspapers and magazines, speeches, radio 
and TV interviews, guest editorials for high school newspapers and year- 
books, have been prepared to provide information on Youth Department 
services, programs and activities. 

Publicity services and counsel were provided for conferences and 
events sponsored jointly by the Youth Department and other organizations. 

Speaking engagements by members of staff were arranged at the 
request of schools, service clubs, youth clubs and community organizations. 

In addition, enquiries from young people across Alberta seeking in- 
formation on careers and educational opportunities, legal rights, voting age 
for provincial and federal elections, current affairs, youth problems and sup- 
plementary information for essays and school projects were received and 
answered. 


Publications 


More than 5,500 organizations and individuals, representing schools, 
libraries, government, recreation and youth groups receive the publication 
“Recreation News”. 

Booklets with information on the School of Tourism, 4-H clubs and 
Recreation Leadership School have been widely distributed. 


Displays and Posters 


Displays on “School of Tourism’’ and “New Paths for Youth’’ were 
seen to advantage in the show cases of the Legislative Building, Edmonton. 

A Youth Department display was on view during the Pacific North- 
west District Recreation and Parks Conference, in Banff, April 23-26, 1967. 

Posters advertising the School of Tourism, Alberta Service Corps, and 
the formation of a youth advisory committee to the Minister of Youth were 
circulated widely in high schools, junior colleges, universities and technical 
institutes in the province. 

A trailer, containing pictures, information boards and printed material 
on the Youth Department, travelled on the 1967 summer circuit to Class A 
and B Alberta fairs and exhibitions, as part of the display program on provin- 
cial government services. 


Advertising 


Advertisements on hockey study committee hearings which were 
held throughout the province in the spring of 1967, training-in-tourism 
courses offered by the School of Tourism, and an invitation to young people 
to serve on an advisory committee to the Minister of Youth, were placed in 
Alberta news media. 

Five feature articles on Department of Youth programs and services 
appeared in Alberta daily and weekly newspapers in the fall of 1967, as part 
of the annual advertising campaign of the Province of Alberta to make 
government services more widely known throughout the province. 
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A “Youthmobile”, manned by Youth Department staff members, travelled on the 1967 summer 
fair circuit to Calgary, Drumheller, Edmonton, Red Deer, Camrose, Wetaskiwin and Darwell.

3. Research and Development 
(a) RESEARCH 


Establishment of Research 


By agreement between the Department of Youth and Systems Research 
Limited, the services of Dr. Charles W. Hobart were obtained as of April 1, 
1967, to act in the capacity of research consultant to the Minister of Youth 
and to direct the research activities of the Department until such time as a 
supervisor could be employed. 


Research Completed 


1. Library of Periodical Literature Relevant to Youth and Recreation — 
An index of articles, in the professional literature, relevant to youth and to 
the entire field of recreation was developed. Over 2,000 articles drawn from 
400 sources were categorized according to 66 sorting factors and placed on 
IBM cards. This collection of articles will be kept up to date as new material 
is published. Copies of many of these articles are now on file together with 
a catalogue which provides a ready cross-reference on each of the 66 cate- 
gories. This information is available to interested persons for educational and 
research purposes. 


2. Evaluation of the Alberta Service Corps Project — The Research 
Branch undertook an evaluative study of the Alberta Service Corp’s first-year 
operation. The study was concerned primarily with: 

a. procedures in recruitment and selection, 

b. reaction of communities to the Service Corps, 

c. effects on Service Corps participants, and 

d. evaluation of effectiveness of types of Corps workers. 

The findings of this study are presented in a 168-page report. 

3. Goldeye Lake Citizenship Camp Evaluation — At the request of 
the Farm Women’s Union of Alberta, the Research Branch completed a study 
of the ‘‘Goideye Lake Citizenship Camp”. Data on the effectiveness of the 
camp were gathered through attitude inventories, charts of social structure 
and interviews. Stated goals and philosophy of the camp were compared with 
the collected data. Results of this work are presented in a one hundred page 
report submitted to the Farm Women’s Union of Alberta. 


4. Study of Older Adolescents — A graduate student from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta was employed to conduct a field study of older adolescents in 
the Lethbridge area. The data was gathered through two methods: interviews 
with adolescents and adults in the community and actual participation in 
the adolescent group. The findings of this study are presented in a 34-page 
report entitled “Activities of Older Adolescents in Lethbridge’’. 


5. Research in Delinquency — The Youth Department gave financial 
assistance during the summer of 1967 to two graduate students in sociology 
at the University of Alberta to do research in deviance. As a result, the fol- 
lowing papers have been or are in the process of being written: 

a. ‘An Empirical Test of a Causal Model of Deviance” 

b. “Possible Errors in the Measurement of Self-Reported Delinquency” 

c. “Community Cohesion and the Impact of Action Programs on 

Residents’ 

d. “The Importance of Race in Community Based Action Programs”. 
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Research in Progress 


1. Alberta Recreation Survey — Citizen concern for the recreationally 
underprivileged, expressed in a desire for better recreational outlets across 
the province, led to the initiation of the study. Its purpose is to provide data 
for an evaluation of present recreation programs, facilities and preferences 
of the general population, and further, to establish guide lines for future 
recreational development. Studies have been undertaken in the Crowsnest 
Pass region and will proceed in other Alberta communities in 1968. 

The total number of completed residential surveys in the Crowsnest 
Pass was 400. In addition to the residential survey, two other data gathering 
procedures are used so that each community is studied from three viewpoints: 

a. a household or residential survey, 

b. a self-administering high school recreation schedule, and 

c. a combined survey of existing recreation facilities and existing 

recreation programs. 


(b) SENIOR ADOLESCENTS AND YOUNG ADULTS 


Organized late in 1967, this section began to function with the 
appointment of a staff member on November 27. 

Its broad purpose is twofold: (1) the examination of the needs of that 
segment of society which falls within the general age grouping of persons 
eighteen to twenty-five years, and (2) the development of programs, support 
of existing programs and encouragement by other means to help meet the 
unmet needs of those persons. 

Prior to the establishment of the Section, consultations and meetings 
were held with a number of agencies involved in work with senior ado- 
lescents and young adults and with concerned groups and individuals. Con- 
cerns expressed and areas in which help has been given covers a wide range 
of needs and interests, including: leadership training, pre-marital education, 
sex education, single parent families, sensitivity groups, coffee house and 
teen centre programs, volunteer services, detached young adults, drugs 
and narcotics, vocational guidance and communications. 

Contact has also been maintained with branches of government and 
agencies outside the province who are working in similar areas. 

It is planned that more work will be done in an attempt to provide 
for the unmet needs of those senior adolescents and young adults who are 
detached from existing programs and structures. 


(c) LEADERSHIP DEVELOPMENT > 


Initially, priority in this area was given to working with young people 
who do not share fully in modern society, i.e. ethnic minority groups. How- 
ever, its basic aim is to encourage the constructive development and leader- 
ship potential of youth in general. It is also concerned with assisting adult 
leaders and youth workers to develop professional and enabling abilities. 

To fulfil the above, leadership development staff engaged in the 
following activities: 

1. The establishment of a resource committee comprised of Alberta 

native adults and youth to review and recommend the most suitable 

means of assisting in the development of native youth. 

2. The employment of a native youth worker to act as a liaison be- 

tween native youth in Edmonton and youth serving agencies. This 
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individual worked co-operatively with native youth to create inde- 
pendent groups capable of organizing social, recreational and educa- 
tional activities. 

3. The establishment of several basic organizational, communications, 
and related topic courses, enabling persons involved in community 
improvement groups (e.g. Edmonton Friendship Centre, Teen Town 
clubs) to develop leadership skills. 


(d) YOUTH AGENCIES 


This area became operative in November of 1967 through exploratory 
work to establish some priorities in working with youth agencies throughout 
Alberta. 


To become more effective in consultative work with agencies it was 
necessary for the Youth Department to know and understand how various 
agencies or organizations operate programs, develop policies, administer 
finances and set standards. 


The agencies we are working with have been grouped into three 
general categories: 

1. Recreational and Social Development, e.g. Boys’ Clubs, Y.M.C.A.’s 

and Y.W.C.A.’s. 

2. Social Welfare, e.g. Family Services and Child Care Institutions. 

3. Educational, e.g. Home and Schools and Family Life Education. 

The objectives of the Youth Agencies section are as follows: 

1. The identification, analysis and interpretation of specific needs 

among agencies. 

2. Advancing the standard of recognized social obligations between 

society and its individual members so that those needs will be met 

and a more satisfying environment for all achieved, and 

3. The application of specific knowledge, experience and inventive- 

ness to those problems which can be solved through social programs. 


The Youth Agencies staff of the Department, in conjunction with 
various private and government agencies, hopes that, through research and 
consultative services, it will be possible to: 

1. further develop effective programs and services, 

2. validate the programs and the management to other contributors 

and clients, 

3. ensure that an agency’s financing is adequate by advisement of 

resources and budgetary procedures, and 

4. work with related governmental and voluntary agencies so that 

together they meet defined segments of the essential health, welfare 

and recreation needs of the community. 


To accomplish this task the division is presently developing a province- 
wide Agency Inventory which will provide communities with the following 
information: 

1. Identification of the specific field in which an agency works. 

2. Agency responsibility in that area. 

3. Factual dimensions in terms of people served, problem types con- 

fronted, staffing, training, funding, etc. 

4. Inter-agency relationships, governmental or voluntary — responsi- 

bility and program function. 
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5. What arrangements are needed to prevent wasteful duplication 

and achieve co-ordination of agency efforts and resources. 

6. If agency resources, present and potential, are sufficient to assure 

a substantial program with high standards. 

The division, before it can assist in the work of co-ordination, must 
know how many other agencies are trying to do all or parts of the same job. 
The relationship between public and private agencies in their developing 
services in the community, needs constant evaluation and assessment. 


(e) THE ALBERTA SERVICE CORPS 


The period of January Ist to March 31st, 1967, was the formative 
period of the Alberta Service Corps. Objectives were established and recruit- 
ment literature prepared for distribution to universities, junior colleges and 
technical schools in Alberta. 

The purpose of the Corps is two-fold: (1) to meet the needs of 
economically and socially deprived people in depressed communities in 
Alberta; and (2) to provide a means for university and technical students to 
make constructive use of their idealism, energy and talents. 

Service Corps workers were to concern themselves with setting up 
programs which met the following criteria: 

1. The program should make a contribution to the social, educational, 

cultural or economic development of the community. 

2. The program must provide for a direct relationship between Service 

Corps members and the people whom they seek to help. 

3. The program must embody the principles of self-help and the 

active involvement of those whom the program seeks to serve. 

4. The program must not place Service Corps members in a position 

that would otherwise be filled from the existing labor force, and 

Service Corps members should not be considered cheap labor. 





Like the young woman above, members of the Service Corps work with children in isolated 
areas of northern Alberta and in crowded urban centres. 
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A week-long training session briefs Alberta Service Corps recruits on the communities and 
institutions where they will be located for the summer, the people with whom they will work 
and the types of projects most needed for development. 


5. The program must be capable of proper development so that it 
will reach a natural conclusion or become a part of an on-going serv- 
ice or program in the community. 

To get students who were genuinely interested in serving in areas of 
social concern, the monetary gain from membership in the Service Corps 
was minimized. However, it was felt that spending a summer in the Service 
Corps should not be an expense, nor should it prevent anyone from returning 
to university. Consequently, subsistence living allowances were provided, 
and bursaries in accordance with financial need were arranged. 

In establishing the Service Corps, one of the suppositions was that 
communities would be informed of the availability of Service Corps members 
who would be supplied only at the request of the community. 

During this period 70 student applications were received as well as 
requests from a number of communities who wished students for the summer. 
Twenty-one students were chosen by selection committees on each campus 
comprised of chaplains, professors, students and interested citizens. 

During the second week of May, the first members of the Alberta 
Service Corps were given a week-long orientation course at the Banff School 
of Fine Arts. They were then sent to the following localities: 

Ponoka (Alberta Hospital) — 5 


Edmonton — 5 
Slave Lake — 2 
Faust — 2 
Kikino — 2 


Fort Chipewyan — 3 
Fort McKay — 2 
It was felt that students could make a valuable contribution in a 
mental institution. Therefore, five students went to work at the Alberta 
Hospital in Ponoka. Their role was to develop personal relationships with 
individual patients and through these relationships aid the curing process. 
The students were not experts, just people concerned about other people. 
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Five members of the Service Corps developed a play-and-learn project 
for children living in a run-down urban district, while eleven others carried 
out a variety of assignments in isolated northern Alberta communities. They 
planned recreational activities with teenagers, supervised study classes, gave 
swimming lessons, started a community library and organized community 
clean-up campaigns and head-start projects for children. 

At the end of August an evaluation of the work of the students was 
carried out under the direction of Dr. C. Hobart, and on the basis of this 
report, it was recommended that the corps be expanded in 1968. 

A de-orientation week-end was held at the Banff School of Fine Arts 
for all Alberta Service Corps members. 

The Alberta Service Corps was a success in its first year of operation 
because of the contribution of many people, but special recognition must be 
given to the 21 Service Corps members who functioned well in difficult 
situations. They brought energy and idealism, talent and enthusiasm to their 
assigned tasks. 


Operation “Tut” 


Operation “Tut’’ began in the fall of 1967 as a result of students 
returning from a summer’s experience with the Alberta Service Corps. They 
were looking for some meaningful activity with people during the winter 
months. Initially, two Service Corps people visited a family of Indian descent 
in which eight of the fourteen children were attending school. The parents 
were illiterate and unable to help with school lessons. Service Corps members 
offered to visit the family two nights a week and help the students with their 
homework. The students came to know both the parents and children well 
and accomplished much more than tutoring the children. They took the 
children to visit the library and zoo, and arranged a Christmas Party for them. 

Other students who were not in the Service Corps heard of the 
program and soon there were twenty-eight students involved in this voluntary 
project. Most of the families assisted were either one-parent, or families 
whose parents were illiterate. 


(f) SPECIAL PROJECTS 


Alberta School of Tourism 


During March 28-31, 1967, the Department of Youth in co-operation 
with the Alberta Government Travel Bureau, sponsored two Schools of 
Tourism at the Northern and Southern Alberta Institutes of Technology. 
Courses were designed to improve the employability of students and to help 
meet the difficulties expressed by the Tourist Industry in locating suitable 
staff. Three hundred high school students received twenty hours of instruc- 
tion in the elements of hospitality and tourism, and successful candidates 
received a distinctive pin and diploma. 

Students were not guarantted jobs, but efforts were made to contact 
potential employers in the industry to bring to their attention graduation of 
the first students from the training course. Our records show a fair number 
were succesfully employed in the tourist industry. Employers were very 
pleased with the quality of the School of Tourism Graduates. 
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A sense of achievement is mirrored in the faces of Ricky Shoemaker, Grade 11 student from 
Meeting Creek, Alberta, and Susan Marshall, Grade 12 student from Edmonton, Alberta, as 
they receive hospitality pins from J. E. Oberholtzer, Deputy Minister of Industry and Develop- 
ment, on completion of a training-in-tourism course sponsored by the Youth Department. More 
than 1400 applications from high school students were received by the School of Tourism, 
designed to prepare young people for summer jobs in tourist-favoured Alberta. With lectures 
and demonstrations provided by leading Canadian tourist industry representatives, 300 students 
were accepted for the week-long course at the Southern and Northern Alberta Institutes of 
Technology in Calgary and Edmonton.

High School Student Council Workshop 

Some 93 student executive members of Alberta High School Councils, 
under workshop consultant Dr. D. I. Wood of Rice University, Texas, ex- 
changed ideas on student council projects and problems. In addition to 
providing leadership training experience for the students, the workshop pro- 
vided an arena for learning parliamentary procedure and encouraged greater 
school-wide participation, interest and understanding of student council 
affairs. The week-long workshop was organized by a provincial student com- 
mittee. The Department of Youth provided staff assistance and financial 
support. 


High School Visitation Project 


Students at the University of Alberta and the University of Calgary 
are involved in a research and action project in an attempt to make high 
school students aware of the career opportunities open to them, and to 
motivate them to some form of post-secondary education. This project takes 
the form of team visits to schools and direct meetings with the young people 
involved, in an attempt to outline realistically to them their career possibilities. 

The Department of Youth provides financial assistance to the project 
and a staff member is available for consultation and assistance. 


Freshmen Orientation Seminars 


These seminars, directed by students at the University of Alberta, 
introduce prospective students to university life. Several seminars are held 
during the summer months, with prospective university students housed on 
campus and meeting professors, staff and students to discuss goals and 
expectations. An attempt is also made to involve parents of the students, to 
acquaint them with university life. 

Financial assistance is provided by the Youth Department and a staff 
member sits on the planning board of the project. 
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4, District Youth Representatives Branch 


The District Youth Representatives Branch, established April 1, 1967, 
provides an extension or out-reach service by the Department of Youth 
through five regional officers to: 


1. Assist in determining current and future program needs of young 
people, locally and provincially; ; 


2. Co-operate with community groups to see that these needs are 
met; 


3. Serve young people as individuals and as members of groups; 


4. Keep the local community advised of departmental programs and 
services and assist in making these available. 


District Youth Representatives interpret their roles as follows: 


1. Initiating and organizing programs and clubs where a need is ex- 
pressed in a community; taking care not to become the direct pro- 
gram person. 


2. Assisting in the co-ordination of clubs and programs and offering 
consultative services. 


3. Motivating young people and adults to become involved in youth 
programs. 


4. Informing adults of the needs and problems of young people. 


5. Obtaining support (financial and moral) from adults, service clubs, 
and other groups within the district they are serving. 


6. Speaking for the Department of Youth in his/her district. 


7. Being a person whom young people can turn to when in need of 
assistance on any matter. 


8. Keeping an on-going supportive contact with reached and un- 
reached youth groups. 


9. Serving in his community as the focal point for such programs as 
Young Voyageur Travel Exchange, School of Tourism, 4-H, Junior 
Forest Wardens, and High School Council Workshops. 


10. Being a sounding board for the recreational needs and problems 
of young people in his community. 


11. Being a part of any planning team which is considering the 
formation of a new youth program in an area. 


12. Evaluating present youth programs in a community and offer assist- 
ance where needed. 


13. Assisting communities in the training of their youth leaders. 


During orientation, youth representatives meet with other related 
government departments and private agencies, pace other youth representa- 
tives in the field, visit the district in which they are to work prior to perma- 
nent appointment, and observe the direct services provided regionally by 
other branches of the Youth Department. In this way youth representatives 
develop a thorough understanding of the philosophy, methods, services and 
programs of the Department, as well as of other organizations. 
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District Youth Representatives have — among other things — been 
involved in the following specific activities during the past year: 


1. Administration of 4-H programs in districts. 
2. Initiation of new 4-H projects on a pilot basis. 


3. Groundwork laid for recreation consultants to come into several 
areas. 


4. Initiation of a Social Service Association in High Prairie — bringing 
all services together to discuss common concerns. Over 22 people 
are involved, meeting once per month, representing the majority of 
people-serving agencies in the High Prairie area. 


5. Development of a ‘School Leaver Project’” in Red Deer in co- 
operation with local and provincial school authorities. 


Establishment of an Advisory Committee on School Leavers. 
Forty-two people have made use of services of this project to date. 
A career guidance library is being established in the Red Deer office. 
School co-operation has been excellent, as has been that of other 
agencies. 


6. Assisted teen clubs within local areas. 
7. Explained grant structure to recreation groups and Town Councils. 


8. Informal guidance of individuals regarding careers, school and gen- 
eral problems of growing up. 


9. Extending Department of Youth Services into small isolated com- 
munities. 


10. Meeting with Alcoholism Division, Department of Health, to ex- 
tend their educational services in Youth Representative areas. The 
District Youth Representatives have received kits from the Educational 
Services Section of the Division of Alcoholism, and are attempting to 
be of some service to this section in local communities. 


11. Judging at 4-H competitions. 
12. Youth Seminar — Lethbridge — plus follow-up group sessions. 
13. Addressed public gatherings — 91 occasions. 


14. Made contacts and offered services to Indian-Metis groups in 
vicinity of High Prairie and Lesser Slave Lake. 


15. Developing Girl Forest Guard program. 
16. Exploratory work for Service Corps in local communities. 


17. Assisted Department of Agriculture and 4-H in local leadership 
development programs. 


18. Established news bulletin for 4-H clubs on a county basis. 

19. Started local youth councils in three areas to date. 

20. Served as guest lecturers in guidance classes. 

21. Organized a car rally. 

22. Attended conferences as speakers, panelists and resource persons.

Financial assistance to municipalities for recreation services was 
studied during the year and a revised financial assistance structure was 
proposed. 

Special attention was given during the year to the expansion of out- 
door education services. Further attention was given to the encouragement 
of Alberta students registered in recreation degree programs at universities 
in Canada and the United States. In co-operation with the University of 
Alberta, an Internship Program was developed whereby students were given 
financial encouragement to obtain employment and hence experience in the 
recreation field in Alberta. The initial response was very good with twenty- 
seven students obtaining summer employment and receiving assistance In 
amounts up to $300.00 each.

The agreement allows 
for a full-time superintendent of Recreation and Parks.

Leadership Development 


The following courses were held during the year. 

1. Recreation Directors’ In-Service Seminar: A three-year course for 
recreation administrators consisting of a three-day introductory seminar, six 
months correspondence course and a two-week residential seminar. 

2. Inter-Agency Conference: Second annual conference planned with 
agencies in Calgary area to provide educational opportunities for their em- 
ployed and volunteer staff. 





Miss Kathy Fyfe, a second year physical education student at the University of Calgary, receives 
the W. A. Hutton Award trophy and congratulations from the Hon. Ray Speaker, Alberta 
Minister Without Portfolio, who was guest speaker at the closing banquet of the Recreation 
Leadership School in Drumheller. Miss Fyfe was selected as most deserving student of the 
110-member student body by the teaching staff on the basis of participation at the recreation 
school and contributions to the community who sponsored her for the course. Mr. Speaker 
was a student of the Recreation Leadership School in 1955. 
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3. Playground Supervisors Course: Courses were held in Grande 
Prairie (area course), Pine Lake (provincial course) and Frank (area course), 
offering program opportunities in: leadership, games, music, drama, story- 
telling, first-aid, communications, program planning, Arts & Crafts, nature 
awareness and nature trails. 

4. Recreation Leadership School: The 29th annual school was held in 
Drumheller in July, attended by 91 candidates from 50 Alberta communities. 
Fifteen highly qualified staff offered instruction and guidance. First year can- 
didates were given instruction in recreation leadership, group games, com- 
munity singing, anatomy and first aid, square and round dancing. Optionat 
courses offered were major crafts, gymnastics I, fitness exercises I, creative 
drama, team sports and swimming. 

Second year students were offered recreation administration workshop 
and arts workshop. Optional courses offered were fitness exercises II, tennis, 
outdoor recreation, swimming II, archery and crafts for children. 

5. Professional & Technical Leadership Conference: Hosted by the 
Recreation Branch. 

Persons across Canada associated with University or diploma courses 
in Recreation Leadership discussed problems in this rapidly expanding field 
and established continuing committees. 

6. Boy Scout Provincial Workshop on Effective Leadership: To intro- 
duce Boy Scouts staff at regional and local levels to more ‘boy centered’ 
scout programs being developed across Canada. The Scouts prepared the 
program, distributed advance reading material and selected resource leaders. 
The Recreation Branch provided financial assistance. Several staff members 
from the Youth Department and other provincial agencies enrolled in the 
course. 


ATHLETICS 


During 1967 the Province of Alberta continued to receive financial 
assistance from the National Fitness & Amateur Sport Directorate. On April 1, 
1967, the Government of the Province of Alberta and the Federal Govern- 
ment entered into a new three-year Fitness and Amateur Sport Agreement. 
This Agreement will allow the Province to receive $77,683.00 in each of the 
fiscal years, 1967-68, 1968-69, 1969-70 on a matching 60% (Federal) — 40% 
(Provincial) basis. In 1967 the Province of Alberta was able to claim all 
available Federal funds for the first time, as well as an additional $12,000.00 
provided by the Directorate for provincial program expansion.

Provincial Sports Governing Body Seminar — September 8-10, 1967 

The Recreation Branch sponsored the first Provincial Sport Governing 
Body Seminar, attended by 142 persons representing 46 sport governing 
bodies. 

Many recommendations were presented for the future development 
of athletics in Alberta and a second meeting was planned for January 1968, 
to organize a ‘Provincial Council on Amateur Sport”. 


Centennial Athletic Award Program 


In Centennial year, the Federal Centennial Commission, in co- 
operation with the Recreation Branch, Department of Youth, The Depart- 
ment of Education and schools in Alberta conducted an athletic award 
program. 

It served to create interest in fitness and made a significant contribu- 
tion to raising standards of physical excellence among Alberta’s young 
citizens. 

The program was conducted in grades 1 to 12 throughout Alberta, 
and much of its success and acceptance depended on the active support 
of elementary and secondary school teachers in the Province. 

The Department of Education staff distributed program materials to 
all schools in the province, while the Athletics staff administered the 
program.

Outdoor Education 


Physical Education 30 Camp, Jarvis Lake, May 26-30, 1967 — Four 
supervisors of the teaching staff and 98 students from Edmonton Public 
schools received intensive wilderness camping and bush survival training, 
coupled with orienteering instruction and physical conditioning. 

The Edmonton School Board assumed transportation and food costs 
while the Department of Youth was responsible for instructional staff.

6. 4-H and Junior Forest Warden Branch 
(a) 4-H CLUBS 


Introduction 


Administration of Branch policies throughout the province is facili- 
tated by regionalization. The seven regions have co-terminus boundaries 
with those of the provincial Department of Agriculture. A regional 4-H and 
Junior Forest Warden Specialist co-ordinates 4-H programs in the several 
districts in each region. These persons are available as consultants to 4-H 
and Junior Forest Warden Clubs but their chief responsibilities are to organize 
regional 4-H club activities and to assist in the administration of 4-H projects 
and programs of major significance throughout the province. 


The responsibility and administration of 4-H at the district level during 
1967 was gradually phased from the District Agriculturist and District Home 
Economist to the District Youth Representative. Five District Youth Represen- 
tatives were appointed in 1967 and undertook administration and program- 
ming of youth activities (including 4-H and Junior Forest Warden) in their 
respective districts. In districts where appointments were not made, the 4-H 
programs were continued by the District Agriculturists and District Home 
Economists within their assigned areas. 


Acknowledgement of Assistance with the 4-H Program 


1. Department of Agriculture Branches — In addition to the regular 
programs in 4-H carried on by the District Home Economists and District 
Agriculturists in the Extension Branch, substantial assistance in the judging 
of Achievement Days and other phases of the program was given by mem- 
bers of the Livestock, Field Crops, Poultry, Dairy and Agricultural and Voca- 
tional Colleges Branches. In addition, the Agricultural and Vocational Colleges 
were hosts to Club Weeks, Provincial 4-H Competitions, Regional 4-H Leaders 
Courses and other 4-H events. 


2. Department of Lands and Forests — Much appreciated assistance 
was given by members of the various branches of this Department in instruct- 
ing at the Conservation Camp held at the James River Bible Camp at Sundre. 


3. Canada Department of Agriculture — Financial support from the 
Canada Department of Agriculture during the year approximated $13,000. 
Staff from the Canada Department assisted in judging 4-H events, scoring 
of carcasses, ribbon branding 4-H beef, and in obtaining carcass grading 
information. on 4-H beef and swine. 

4. Organizations — Assistance this year at the provincial level from 
numerous organizations amounted to about $43,000. This was exclusive of 
premiums paid on 4-H livestock. In addition, the field staff of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool and United Grain Growers assisted with numerous 4-H functions 
throughout the year. Representatives of Calgary Power Ltd., Canadian Utilities 
Ltd., British American Oil Ltd., Calgary Hearld, Edmonton Journal, Royal Bank 
of Canada, CFRN-TV, also participated in functions sponsored by their 
organizations. Edmonton, Calgary and the Red Deer Exhibition Associations 
provided considerable assistance and support to 4-H at events conducted in 
their respective centres. Financial support and co-sponsorship of 4-H pro- 
grams and other events by Federal Grain Co., Pioneer Grain Co., National 
Grain, the various beef cattle breed associations, dairy breed associations 
and other groups were greatly appreciated.

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Leadership Training and Recognition 

A total of 20 Regional 4-H Leaders Courses were held throughout the 
province, attended by 925 adult leaders. Junior Leader and Club Executive 
Courses were held at several locations. 

A provincial Adult Leaders’ Course for 178 adult leaders and assistant 
leaders was held at Lake Isle camp. 

Leadership certificates were presented to 61 persons having com- 
pleted five years of 4-H leadership, 19 persons with ten years of leadership 
and 4 persons with fifteen years of 4-H leadership. 


4-H Club Weeks 

Two club weeks were held at Olds Agricultural and Vocational College, 
and one at the Vermilion Agricultural and Vocational College. 490 delegates 
attended, of whom 29 were alternate award trip winners at 1966 Provincial 
4-H Competitions. 


Provincial 4-H Competitions 

This two-day event, attended by 237 senior 4-H members, was held 
at the Olds Agricultural and Vocational College. Selections were made for 
the following major awards (Appendix II, (a)1.):

Provincial 4-H Record and Project Book Competition Winners. (See Appendix

Exchange Programs 

1. Alberta-Montana 4-H Exchange — Four Montana 4-H delegates 
and two leaders were guests at Club Week at Olds during the 21st year of 
this exchange. 

2. Canada-U.S. Exchange — Alberta’s representative, Linda Noble, 
Okotoks, of the East Longview Field Crops Club was one of ten Canadian 
delegates who attended the U.S. National 4-H Conference in Washington, 
D.C., in April 1967. Eight U.S. delegates in return were guests at the National 
4-H Conference in Ottawa and Toronto. 

3. Interprovincial 4-H Exchange — financed by the Royal Bank of 
Canada for the fifth year. For two weeks, one selected delegate from each 
province visited in Alberta. Nine delegates from Alberta visited the other 
provinces. This family-to-family exchange is an approach to give 4-H mem- 
bers a better understanding and appreciation of Canada. 

4. Western Canada Exchange — Alberta sent 25 delegates to Manitoba 
on a two-week farm-to-farm visit financed by the Canadian Centennial 
Commission. 

5. Centennial 4-H Seminar, L’Esterel, Quebec — Twelve 4-H delegates 
(Appendix II. (c).) from each province participated in this Centennial event 
held the first week of August. The Alberta group was accompanied by M. 
Jaque, Director, and A. Malone, Assistant Supervisor. Delegates discussed 
world problems, exchanged ideas and visited Expo. This was organized by 
the Canadian Council on 4-H Clubs with a grant from the Canadian Centen- 
nial Commission. 
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Visiting and Out-Going Delegations 

1. Visitors — Alberta was host in 1967 to the following visitors in 
addition to those already mentioned. Two Saskatchewan and ten British 
Columbia delegates attended 4-H Club Week at Olds, two Saskatchewan 
delegates attended Provincial Junior Leadership Camp at Goldeye, six British 
Columbia delegates attended Fairview camp and four delegates from the 
Northwest Territories received orientation enroute to National 4-H Con- 
ference in Ottawa and Toronto. A delegation of four adult leaders from 
Montana were guests for the third year at the Provincial 4-H Leaders Con- 
ference at Lake Isle Camp. 


2. Out-going Delegations — Two senior 4-H members, Jeanette Boman, 
Ponoka, and Brian Brown, Brightview, were delegates to the Montana State 
4-H Convention Camp, as guests of Calgary Power Ltd. 

The Northern Alberta Provincial 4-H Public Speaking Competition 
held at Edmonton was won by Stan Ainslie, Delburne. Margaret Erickson of 
Airdrie was the winner of the Southern Finals held at Calgary. Both of these 
4-H delegates were recipients of a trip to the Saskatchewan 4-H Leadership 
Camp held at Camp Raynor. The northern winner's costs were assumed by 
the Edmonton Exhibition Association and the southern winner was sponsored 
by the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Association. 

The Inter-Mountain Range Management Society sponsored a 4-H 
delegate, Dixon Shield, Barrhead, to a conference on Range Management in 
New Mexico, U.S.A. 

Two 4-H member delegates, Tena Siebenga, Blackfalds, of the Bentley 
Dairy Club, and Terry Holman, Taber, of the Taber Clothing Club were 
recipients of an award trip sponsored by Co-operative Insurance to attend 
a conference at Regina, August 11-14, 1967. 


Award Trips for Leaders 


1. Tenth Western Canada Farm Safety Conference, Saskatoon — Ex- 
penses of four 4-H leaders to attend this Conference were assumed by the 
Federal Grain Company. 

2. Montana State 4-H Congress — Ten leaders were sponsored for the 
fourth year to this event by Calgary Power Ltd., and Canadian and Northland 
Utilities Ltd. 


General 4-H Activities 


1. Camps, Rallies, Club Weeks — Camps were held at Bar Harbour, 
three at Elkwater, and Fairview. Also conducted were Fair Camps at Vegre- 
ville and Camrose. A Rural Youth Seminar which was sponsored by the 
Edmonton Exhibition Association was held at Edmonton. In Calgary, a Rural 
Youth Camp was sponsored by the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Asso- 
ciation. In addition, a one-week Provincial Junior Leadership Training Camp 
was held at Goldeye Lake under the sponsorship of the Edmonton Journal 
and the Calgary Herald. 57 delegates were selected to attend. This was the 
second year for the Conservation Camp, sponsored jointly by Calgary Power 
Ltd., Canadian Utilities Ltd. and Northland Utilities Ltd., and held at the 
James River Bible Camp at Sundre for 58 selected delegates. 

During the summer, two Fair Camps, two Youth Seminars, six 4-H 
Youth Camps, three Club Weeks, Junior Leader Camp, Conservation Camp 
and Provincial Competitions enabled a total of 1,755 4-H members to 
participate. 
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2. Golden Anniversary and Centennial Activities — The year 1967 
marked the 50th anniversary of 4-H in Alberta, as well as Canada’s Centenary. 
The first 4-H Club was established in 1917 in the Olds area. This first club 
carried a swine project and was organized and administered by the Principal 
of the Agricultural School at Olds. 

The Edmonton Regional 4-H Council (Stony Plain, Sturgeon and Strath- 
cona districts) sponsored the largest 4-H event in the history of 4-H in 
Alberta. 105 clubs took part in this 4-H Golden Centennial Jamboree in 
Edmonton. The cast of 525 members from 35 clubs provided the program 
before His Honour Lieutenant-Governor J. Grant MacEwan and 5,000 parents 
and friends. The pageant of 35 historical events depicted highlights of 
Canada’s history. 

The site of the Olds Agricultural and Vocational College was the 
location of another Golden Anniversary celebration. Some 600 members, 
parents, leaders and friends witnessed the unveiling of a cairn to depict the 
history of 50 years of 4-H in Alberta. 

In order to commemorate the Golden Anniversary of 4-H in Alberta 
(1917-1967) and Canada’s Centennial (1867-1967), 12,000 commemorative 
coins were struck. Each leader, member and assistant leader was presented 
with one of these souvenirs. 

3. Thematic Displays, Floats — District fairs were the popular place 
to find displays and floats of 4-H clubs. Winners in Thematic Displays at the 
Edmonton Exhibition were: first, Innisfree 4-H Beef Club, and second, Bon 
Accord 4-H Beef Club. Prizes at Edmonton were given by the National Grain 
Company. Three entries were exhibited in the Thematic Display Competition 
at Calgary. Crossfield 4-H Beef Club received first place and Springbank 4-H 
Beef Club was second with prizes given by the Calgary Exhibition and Stam- 
pede Association. The Edmonton Journal again sponsored the floats in the 
Edmonton Exhibition and this resulted in four entries. 

4. Public Speaking — A popular and valuable part of 4-H is the 
public speaking experience. Members gain poise and confidence in self- 
expression through opportunity and training at club meetings. Competitions 
are held at the club, district, regional and provincial levels. 

Provincial winners were Margaret Erickson, Airdrie, for Southern 
Alberta, and Stan Ainslie, Delburne, for Northern Alberta. 

5. 4-H Demonstrations — This phase of 4-H work was emphasized 
more strongly than ever during the year. All delegates to Provincial Competi- 
tions were required to give demonstrations. 

6. Farm Safety — Promotion and sale of Slow Moving Vehicle em- 
blems by 4-H Clubs continued. The use of these warning signs became 
mandatory on January 1, 1968, for all vehicles travelling less than 25 miles 
per hour. 

7. District 4-H Councils — Thirteen new councils brought the total 
number to 36. Councils organize and conduct inter-club activities, distribu- 
tion of awards and organize exchange trips. 

8. Press, Radio & Television — The 4-H weekly TV program estab- 
lished six years ago on CFRN-TV Edmonton, was again carried by that station 
and by CFCN-TV Calgary. The 4-H staff are responsible for preparation of 
the program beamed at 4-H members, parents and leaders. Radio station 
CFCW Camrose, again held a winter 4-H program competition. 4-H staff 
oar guests on eleven radio and fifty-seven television programs throughout 
the year. : 
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Newspapers gave excellent coverage to 4-H functions and activities. 
Many Alberta weekly newspapers ran regular 4-H club news columns report- 
ing local club activities and recognizing the efforts and achievements of 
club members and volunteer leaders. 

9. Publications — 4-H Club News: One issue of this bulletin was 
published by the 4-H Division during the year. Total distribution to 4-H 
members and supporters of the program was 13,000 copies. New and other 
publications prepared by the 4-H Division were:

10. College 4-H — clubs at Olds and Vermilion were organized for a 
fifth year with programs based on leadership development. 

11. 4-H Alumni — The eighth annual re-union of former provincial 
4-H delegates was held at the Banff School of Fine Arts in June 1967.

Club Projects 


Beef Clubs — The beef projects continued as the largest group with 
a membership of 4,714 in 259 clubs. 

Delegates from the beef clubs to the Western Stock Growers’ Asso- 
ciation Convention were Les Silver, Huxley, and Charles Briggs, South 
Edmonton. 

The Canadian Hereford Association sponsored a Centennial 4-H 
Hereford Show. The top two calves from each of the 4-H shows and sales 
were invited to attend. The provincial show attracted 62 competitors. Grand 
Champion Calf was shown by Terry Adams, Forestburg, and Reserve Grand 
Champion by Garry Innes, Sexsmith. 

Dairy Clubs — Dairy continued as one of the more popular agri- 
cultural projects with 46 clubs involving 592 members. 

The Provincial 4-H Dairy Show, held in conjunction with the Red 
Deer Exhibition with assistance from the Alberta Dairymen’s Association 
attracted 27 in the calf class and 25 in the yearling class. For names of winners 
see Appendix Il. (e). 

Sheep, Swine and Poultry — One member from each swine club was 
selected to attend the Western Hog Growers’ Association Convention in Red 
Deer. Delegates were Douglas Holmgren, Lindale; Earl Hagmon, Mayer- 
thorpe; Keith Rasmuson, Gwyne; Barbara Osipan, Peers. 

4-H Light Horse and Pony Projects — The number of light horse and 
pony clubs continued its rapid growth with 23 clubs involving 497 members 
taking part. 

Field Crops Clubs — Sponsored provincially by The Alberta Wheat 
Pool, the United Grain Growers’ Ltd. and the Federal Grain Co. See Appendix 
Il. (f) for names of winners in the Annual Provincial 4-H Field Crops Plot 
Competitions. 

The twenty-fourth Provincial Junior Seed Fair, was held in conjunction 
with the Calgary Seed Fair & Hay Show and Calgary Bull Sale. The fair at- 
tracted well over 200 entries in 16 classes. See Appendix II. (g) for names of 
winners. 
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At the Royal Winter Fair, Toronto, a former 4-H member, Larry Hixt 
of Beiseker captured the World Wheat Championship for the third year 
in a row. In addition, Alberta 4-H members placed 1st through 7th in the 
4-H Wheat Class. Terry Stachniak, a 4-H member from Clandonald, received 
the World Oat Championship for his sample at the Royal Winter Fair. 


Pilot Projects — For the first time in Alberta two automotive clubs, at 
Leduc and Edson, were organized. There was also a tractor club organized 
at Innisfail. These projects received a great deal of interest and enthusiasm 
by members and, no doubt, will be added to the list of available projects 
in the 4-H program, 


Clothing Clubs — Emphasis on wardrobe planning and selection for 
the senior members and fitting of garments was evident at all Achievement 
Days. Second year projects were again revised to keep up with changing 
interests of younger 4-H members. 


Food Clubs — The three project books proved very popular. Senior 
members established “self-determined” projects which were in many cases 
Foreign Cookery, Desserts, etc. A boys’ food club was still active in Ryley 
and membership of other food clubs boasted several boys. 

The Alberta Quick Freeze Locker Association sponsored two delegates, 
Diane Nelson, Ohaton, and Glenna Chubb, Bon Accord, to their Locker Con- 
vention held on February 4 and 5, 1967, at Red Deer. 


Interior Design — Availability of new project manuals increased 
interest in this project with many senior clothing members enrolled. Interior 
Design is one of the projects in six multi-project clubs and there is one 
single club at Thorhild. 


Garden-Horticultural Clubs — Purchase of garden seeds for first and 
second year members was again sponsored by the Alberta Wheat Pool. In- 
creased membership of boys was evident. The Weed and Insect project 
proved to be popular with boys and girls as an extra project. 


Multi-Project Clubs — With clubs now organizing in the fall, as well 
as members being allowed to carry one winter and one summer project 
within the same multi-project club, this has brought about an increase in 
membership and projects carried. There were 33 projects, involving 293 
members, conducted by home-making multi-project clubs. In Agriculture, 
63 projects were carried out by 548 members, making a total of 101 projects 
involving 941 members. 


(b) JUNIOR FOREST WARDENS 


The number of clubs continued to increase to the present total of 45 
with a membership of approximately 1,000. Lone Patrol applicants were en- 
couraged to join groups wherever possible, so that their administration and 
training could be handled by existing groups. 


Growth 


The following graph shows the growth of the Junior Forest Warden 
clubs of Alberta from the first club in Hinton in 1958 to a total of 45 clubs 
as of December 31, 1967. A few clubs became inactive early in 1967 due 
to lack of leadership, but overall growth was vigorous and well sponsored. 
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A route map of the Whitecroft community, a series of small acreages near Edmonton, was 
the Centennial project of the Whitecroft Junior Forest Wardens’ club. The route map (above, 
background) is typical of many community improvement projects enthusiastically undertaken 
by girls and boys in Junior Forest Warden and Girl Forest Guard clubs in Alberta.

Activities 


Thousands of trees were planted by club members during Forest Con- 
servation Week and on re-forestation projects throughout the summer 
months. Clean-up drives were organized in home communities, public camp 
grounds and along highways. Other activities included winter hiking camps, 
designing and building a road-side community site map, removal of Christ- 
mas trees in tree thinning projects, fire suppression work and construction 
of nesting boxes for park areas. 


Displays 

Conservation displays were exhibited throughout the province by 
J.F.W. and G.F.G. clubs and by Lone Patrols at fairs, community halls and 
stores. Many clubs prepared floats for parades. Two floats, constructed by 
the Whitecroft club, won first and second prizes in their community. The 
Sarcee club in Calgary made a fine display for the Calgary Seed Fair and 
this drew favourable comments. 
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Camps 


Many J.F.W. and G.F.G. Clubs in Alberta formed area councils to 
enable them to work together on camping programs within their region. 
Regional camps were held in the Pincher Creek, Hinton, Smith and Spirit 
River areas. Individual clubs held their own summer camps near High Level, 
Hotchkiss, Dixonville, Silver Valley, New Fish Creek, Iron River, Jasper Place, 
Whitecroft, Calgary, Coleman and Lethbridge areas. 


Jarvis Lake Training Camp 


Some 150 wardens attended the summer camps in 1967. The camp 
accommodated 50 boys at a time during three twelve-day training sessions. 
An additional 12 senior boys were trained as camp supervisors. 


The first Girl Forest Guard camp was conducted at Jarvis Lake in 
August of 1967 and 28 girls attended accompanied by adult supervisors 
from their own clubs. 


Camp Harrington 


Ten delegates were selected to represent Alberta at the Camp Harring- 
ton Conference in August to discuss the future use of Canada’s natural 
resources. They were accompanied by Supervisor J. W. Dean, Coleman, and 
Chief Junior Forest Warden of Alberta, P. G. Brewster. Delegates were spon- 
sored by the Canadian Forestry Association and the Alberta Forestry Asso- 
ciation. They were brought to Edmonton, July 14-15, for orientation along 
with twelve 4-H delegates to Quebec. (See list of delegates — Appendix 
Il. (h).) 


Regina Insurance Conference

Operative Insurance Conference in Regina, August 11-14.

Ill. NEW LEGISLATION 


1. An Act to amend The Department of Youth Act 
(Assented to April 11, 1967) 


HER MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of Alberta, enacts as follows: 
1966, ¢. 110, 1. The Department of Youth Act is amended by striking out section 6 and 
s.6 ‘ ; “ 
by substituting the following: 
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Grants 6. (1) The Minister of Youth may, subject to the regulations, make grants 
to municipalities, to organizations and to persons or classes of persons for 
the purpose of carrying into effect any of the matters specified in clauses 
(b) to (e) of section 4. 

(2) The Lieutenant Governor in Council may make regulations 
(a) prescribing the purposes for which grants may be made under 
this section, 
(b) specifying to whom and upon what conditions the grants may be 
paid, 
(c) limiting the maximum amount payable as grants, and 
(d) respecting any other matter necessary or advisable to carry out 
the intent and purpose of this section. 
(3) Any grant made under this section shall be paid out of the moneys 
appropriated by the Legislature for the purpose or, in the absence of any 
such appropriation, out of the General Revenue Fund. 


Advisory 


Semaine 7. (1) The Minister of Youth may establish advisory committees on youth 


(a) to consider and advise him on such matters relating to young 
people as is desirable to enable him and his Department to 
carry out the intent and purpose of this Act, and 

(b) to undertake such other functions and duties as may be given 
to it by the Minister or the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

(2) The advisory committees on youth shall consist of such number of 
members as may be appointed thereto by the Minister. 

(3) The Minister may fix the term of office of the persons appointed to 
a committee and may designate one of the members as chairman. 


Bewcne 8. (1) The Minister of Youth may establish councils of young people to 


people advise and inform him and the Government, from the point of view of youth, 
(a) on the attitudes of the young people of Alberta with respect to 
matters of general public interest or concern, and 
(b) on matters of particular interest or concern to the young people 
of Alberta. 

(2) The councils of young people shall consist of such number of 
young persons as may be appointed thereto by the Minister as being re- 
presentative of the youth of the Province. 

(3) The Minister may fix the term of the office of the persons appointed 
to a council and may designate one of the members as chairman. 


oe 9. (1) The members of the advisory committees on youth and the councils 
ete. of young people shall receive no remuneration for their services, but the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council may by regulation authorize the payment 
of such subsistence allowances, travelling expenses and other expenses as he 
considers proper and expedient in connection with the attendance of members 
at meetings of the committee or council or their duties while otherwise en- 
gaged in the work of the committee or council, as the case may be. 
(2) Payments authorized by this section shall be made out of the moneys 
amin appropriated by the Legislature for that purpose. 
into force 2. This Act comes into force on the day upon which it is assented to. 


2. An Act to Promote Recreation Development in Alberta 
(Assented to April 11, 1967) 


HER MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of Alberta, enacts as follows: 


Short title 1. This Act may be cited as The Recreation Development Act. 


Interpretation 2. In this Act, 
(a) “council” means 

(i) the council of a municipality, or 

(ii) in the case of a special area or an improvement district, the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, or 

(iii) in the case of a new town, the board of administrators, or 

(iv) the board of trustees of a school district situated within a 
national park; 
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(b) “Minister” means the member of the Executive Council charged with 
the administration of this Act; 

(c) “municipality” means a city, town, village, summer village, new town, 
municipal district, county, special area, improvement district or school 
district situated within a national park; 

(d) “recreation services” means the planned use of community resources 
such as finances, leadership, areas and facilities to satisfy the needs 
or interests of citizens during their leisure; 

(e) “school authority” means the board of trustees of a school district or 
school division. 


Functions 3. The Minister shall promote and encourage orderly development of the 
ay recreational activities and facilities for the betterment of the people of 
Alberta, and for that purpose he may: 

(a) enter into agreements or contracts with regard to any matter relating 
to recreation in Alberta as may be authorized by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council; 

(b) inquire into and collect information on any matter affecting the 
development of recreation, and disseminate such information as he 
considers to be in the public interest; 

(c) inquire into, initiate, promote, supervise, assist or develop any pro- 
posal, plan, scheme, project, activity or undertaking for furthering 
the orderly development of the recreational activities and facilities 
in Alberta; 

(d) promote or attend any conferences or meetings, in carrying out his 
duties; 

(e) generally, without detracting from the foregoing powers, devise, 
sponsor, adopt, promote, publicize and initiate policies, programs 
and measures for the orderly development of the recreational activi- 
ties and facilities, and otherwise do such acts necessary or incidental 
to any of the matters hereinbefore set out. 


Appointments 4. Subject to The Public Service Act, 1962, there may be appointed a 
Director of Recreation and such other employees as may be required to 
administer this Act. 


Powers 5. In order to promote, encourage and co-ordinate orderly recreation 
Cee development in Alberta the Minister may: 

(a) carry out surveys, call public meetings, promote publicity campaigns, 
institute enquiries, disseminate information and initiate policies and 
measures; 

(b) conduct workshops, seminars, schools, conventions and exhibitions; 

(c) engage lecturers, leaders and part-time staff and other resource staff 
and remunerate them and defray their travelling and other expenses; 

(d) rent, lease, hire or purchase buildings, grounds, equipment, facilities 
and_ supplies; 

(e) provide accommodations and meals for instructors, lecturers, leaders, 
part-time staff, students and those attending meetings; 

(f) establish and collect registration and other fees from students attend- 
ing workshops, seminars and schools; 

(g) carry out such other functions as may be necessary or advisable to 
carry out the intent and purpose of this Act.

(3) Any grant, scholarship or contribution made under this section shall 
be paid out of the moneys appropriated by the Legislature for that purpose or, 
in the absence of any such appropriation, out of the General Revenue Fund. 


7. (1) The Minister, with the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council, may appoint suitable persons to act on boards or committees, either 
in advisory or technical capacities, to carry out such duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the Minister. 

(2) The members of a board or committee shall receive no remuneration 
for their services, but the Lieutenant Governor in Council may by regulation 
authorize the payment of such subsistence allowances, travelling expenses and 
other expenses as he considers proper and expedient in connection with the 
attendance of board members or committee members at board meetings or 
committee meetings or their duties while otherwise engaged in the work of 
the board. 

(3) The Minister may fix the term of office of the persons appointed to 
boards or committees and may designate chairmen. 


8. (1) The council of a municipality may, by by-law, 

(a) provide a recreation service in such manner and on such con- 
ditions as it considers advisable, 

(b) expend such sums as may be required to provide for the recreation 
services, 

(c) establish recreation areas in municipalities, 

(d) authorize agreements with other municipalities or school authori- 
ties, or both, to provide for shared recreation services, 

(e) appropriate moneys for shared recreation services, and 

(f) expend moneys for capital works related to a recreation service 
within the municipality or to recreation services shared with 
one or more municipalities or school authorities. 

(2) The council of a municipality may by by-law levy a special tax on 
all property within a recreation area established by by-law or included in a 
joint program that appears on the assessment roll of the municipality. 

(3) Notice of a proposed by-law to be passed pursuant to subsection (2) 
shall be advertised 

(a) in the case of a city, by publishing a notice of the proposed 
by-law once each week for two successive weeks in a newspaper 
circulated within the city, 

(b) in the case of a town, new town, or village, by posting within its 
boundaries notice of the proposed by-law in at least five con- 
spicuous places for at least 30 days and by publishing a like 
notice in one issue of a newspaper having general circulation 
within the town, new town or village, and 

(c) in the case of a county, municipal district or school district, by 
posting notices in at least 15 conspicuous places for at least 30 
days and by publishing a like notice in one issue of a newspaper 
having general circulation in the county, municipal district or 
school district. 

(4) The council may pass the by-law unless a petition is received by the 
council within 30 days of the date when the notice of the by-law was pub- 
lished in the newspaper from 10 per cent of the proprietary electors who 
reside in the recreation area asking that the by-law be submitted to a vote 
of the proprietary electors who reside in the recreation area. 

(5) If a petition is received asking that the by-law be submitted to a 
reside in the recreation area and shall not be passed by the council until it 
has been approved by a majority of the proprietary electors voting thereon. 

(6) Subsections (4) and (5) do not apply in the case of an improvement 
district or special area. : 


9. This Act comes into force on the day upon which it is assented to.
